Taenia. Dec. '.).— At 1:80 this after- 
noon a brier telegram received from 
Carbonado, a mining town 40 miles from 
this city, said 00 miners were killed by 
an explosion of coal damp in a mine be- 
longing to the Southern Pacific Railway 
Co. A special relief train will be sent 
as soon as possible. 

The explosion occurred just as the men 
were preparing to leave the shaft at 
noon. About eighty men were in the 
mine at the time. As the mine filled 
with fire damp at once, it wis supposed 
that nil -were dead. Several hours 
elapsed before efforts could be made to 
enter the mine. The surviving relatives 
nt once Hocked around the shaft, creating 
a terrible scene with their loud laments. 

The mines are owned by the Carbon 
Hill Coal Col. They gave work to 400 
men and had an output of 1500, 000 tons 
annually. They are situated -10 miles 
from Tacoma, ou the Cascade division 
of tho Northern Pacific. The mines are 
in u deep ravine, through which the Car- 
bon river flows. It is a glacial river. 

The mines are supplied with every 
appliance for safety. They are largely 
tunnelled and the tunnels are so big that 
locomotives run into them. 

A special from Wilkcson to the Ledger 
says: "It is reported that 15 men have 
been taken out of the Carbonado mine 
alive, and (JO bodies recovered."

II-' JAPAN FOUGHT RUSSIA. 

An Official Figures That She Would 
Win Easily Because of Natural 
Superiority. 

Ottawa, Dec. 1.— What (be Japanese peo- 
ple think of the coming struggle between 
Japan ami Russlu, as voiced by Mr. K. 
Hlrnta, an official connected with the Jnn- 
anese war department, who Is now in Ot- 
tawa, may be' of Interest in view of the 
statements coining over the cables from the 
Km Kast. Mr. llirata declares that Japan 
will unquestionably drlv 
( hina, and deprive' her i 
Port Arthur nail her 
ehuria. The Japanese 
is so superior to tlie 
brunch, and the Japanese officers and men 
so thoroughly up In tactics which, In such 
n campaign as would develop, would have 
to be fought, and so much better acquaint- 
ed with the country and more lit for war, 
under the eon, Hi Ions that would prevail, 
that their ultimate success could not be 
on the doubtful side. 

Large armies, Mr. Hlrnta says, will not 
ne required to defeat the Russians, ami 
probably not over 200,000 men would be 
necessary for a successful campaign. Mod- 
ern military science, applied to a cam- 
paign between Russia and Japan, and the 
geographical conditions will be found to 
completely neutralize Russia's supposed 
military preponderance. Assuming Russia 
to be absolutely free from European and 
other complications, and to be able to put 
her entire military organization In motion, 
she could never place a sufficient number 
of effeetl-es In the field to deal with the 
forces that Japan could send against her. 

Japan's superiority over Russia in the 
tactical ability, scientific training and sol- 
dleily qualities of her officers, and the en- 
durance, activity, Intelligence and discip- 
line of her troops. Is considered by Mr. 
Hiratil to be so well understood In the Far 
Kast as to call for no assertion. The Jap- 
anese, he says, an' disciplined In the most 
modern methods. They are Inureil to hard- 
ships such as no other troops in the world 
could withstand in that climate. They can 
live and light on less food than any army 
that ever marched. Their abstemiousness 
and physical qualities are' such that each 
man Is capable of carrying on his person 
Sufficient subsistence to lasl him a week. 

The Japanese, Mr. Hi rata states, have 
been for some years past specially training 
In night attacks, and the result will sur- 
prise the world in Japan's next war. 
While willing to ndmlt thai circumstances 
may drive Japan and Russia into a eon- 
filet before next spring, Mr. Hlratn Insists 
that Japan, although better prepared than 
liussia for the coming struggle, would 
rather put it oft until England's hands 
are free of the Transvaal a tin I r. lie Is nol 
enthusiastic over the British army sys- 
tem, ivblch he pronounces ia many re- 
spects inferior to tin. Japanese. Such a 
disaster as the surrender ..f whole regl- 
uh ms. as at Lnilysmltli. would be inipus 
Mldo wlih the Japanese, for in the Inst re- 
sources they would deem Hulcidi! belter 
than the dishonor of surrender.

TELLS DEPTH I.N A MOMENT. 

Instrument That Can Determine 
.lust Mow Deep Water Is Be- 
neath a Vessel. 



An 



To tell the exact depth of water be- 
neath a vessel at any given time at a 
moment's notice is the object of an in- 
strument recently perfected known as the 
fathom meter. 

The fathom meter is circular in form 
and in the centre is a suspended circle, 
which is set in giuvbaJs, after the fashion 
of an ordinary sea compass. This circle 
has a frame of glass ami is graduated 
into half degrees and fathoms, which are 
pointed out by an indicator. In the cen- 
ler, ami running clear across, is a small 
mag-net. Connected with the instrument 
is a primary cell, from which a sutlicient 
current can bo obtained when it is de- 
sired to energize the magnet. The earth 
being also a magnet, its magnetism, or 
zero is obtained, and when the instru- 
ment is properly adjusted mid the circuit 
is closed an observation taken from it 
on 'board of a moving vessel shows im- 
mediately the difference of the earth's 
magnetism at this point. 

As soon as his model was ready, the in- 
ventor of the fathom meter prepared to 
test it, and for that purpose went on :i 
steamer from New Vork to Newport 
News and back again. lie placed the 
fathom meter in the captain's room, 
and there he was shut in with it. A i 
intervals during the trip the captain in- 
structed an officer to throw the lend and 
take the depth of water, and as soon as 
the officer made the report the captain 
went to tile inventor and asked him: 
"Well, what depth are we now'.'" The 
answer on each occasion was prompt and 
correct, the indicator pointing unerringly 
to the number of fathoms beneath the 

Anyone -who knows how the depth of 
Water is ut present taken on board of 
will see that an instrument like this, if 
further tests "hear out the claims of the 
inventor, is bound to prove useful. With 
the lead it is next to impossible to ob- 
tain absolutely coi-rect measurements, for 
the reason that while the measurement 
is being taken the vessel is moving and 
the lead is consequently inclined. Before 
the lead is thrown the vessel slackens up 
a little, hut it still keeps moving onward. 
Now, toy means of the fathom meter the 
exact depth can be ascertained, no mat- 
ter at what speed the vessel is running, 
and hence it will be seen that a gretvt 
ileal of time ran be saved, ami no allow- 
ance need be made for the inclination of 
the lead. 

The entire apparatus does not occupy 
more space than an ordinary typewriter, 
In regard to submerged wrecks and .sim- 
ilar dangers the inventor claims that his 
instrument, by indicating the depth of 
water nt n moment's notice, will give 
timely warning of such dangers and will 
enable captains to avoid them. — New 
York Herald.

Bailor is ready, or very 
Utturly so, to fall upon the main Boer 
army in force, and yesterday's despatches 
showed that White is able to do his 
shim- in striking a blow there; Methuen 
is about ready to attempt the dislodig- 
inont o£ Cronje's command from its po- 
sition between Modder River and Kim- 
berley. French is advancinig on Col 
bun; by mil and as Bhe distance to bo 
covered is only thirty-six miles, he must 
],,. in :i position to invest the Boer force 
thwrc, if not to drive them out; Ontaere 
must be almost ready to a.lvuiue on 
Storanberg. Thus we an-- certain to 
.-i rike the enemy in three places and 
probably four within a very tew days. 

Tie- sortie from Ladysniith ami the 
destruction of the Boer g-uns on l.ont 
linril'-s Kop was a plucky thins, and the 
iniit of the achievement was valuable. 
The r-uemy's battery on the kop had 
already been reported as giving the La.l.v- 
siit.it li garrison considerable annoyance. 
On the previous day the Boers hail been 
making some good practice, notably 
against the hospital, and this is the rea- 
son, probably, why the night sortie was 
planned. 

Colosburg, which is the objective point 
of lien. French's movement, is twenty- 
three mill's from Nerval's Pont on the 
Orange River. We may therefore as- 
sume Uwit after recapturing Colesburg, 
French will advance and invade the 
Free State, lie will likely meet with 
resistance at Nerval's Pont, and thi- 
nners, if tiny wish, withdraw a por- 
tion of their force, which is awaiting 
(latnoro at Stormberg, and bring it

MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 

The approach of bhe municipal elec- 
tions naturally turns public attention to 
civic matters. Several subjects are 
worthy of particular mention. We hope 
bile new council to be elected will, among 
ether things, inaugurate a crusade for 
municipal tidiness. This is something 
Unit will cost the taxpayers very little. 
The condition of our streets — we do not 
now menu the carringe-wny or the side- 
walks, but the portion that is neither- - 
is extramely disreputable. Small cities 
in the [Cast would shame us in this re- 
spect. Bushes of one kind or another 
arc allowed to grow up. The accumula- 
tion of nearly a quarter of a -entury of 
fallen leaves lills up the gutters, a mis- 
cellaneous collection of stones and rub- 
bish adds to the general nppenrnnee of 
wnbhrlft. 

We fancy that there is a by-law i i- 

pelLing the occupiers of property to 
dean wp the streets immediately in front 
of their premises, but if there is not 
there ought to he. We do not mean that 
they should be compelled to remove 
stones or other loose matter from the 
carriage-way or keep the sidewalks ill 
repair, but they can keep down the 
bushes th-nt otherwise will prow up. and 
I. hey can rake up the leaves and other 
rubbish. If this were insisted upon the 
whole city would look cleaner, smell 
sweeter and be more healthy. 

The matter of sidewalks might to ho 
batten up. and many of the sidewalks 
also. This is something upon which 
most Western cities arc very slow to 
(earn: but it is satisfactory to note that 
Victoria shows signs of furnishing an 

exception to the gen 'I rule. Lust 

year a wooden sidcwali; mi Michigan 
street, between Menzies ami Oswego, 
was taken up and gravel was Nllhsti- 
tii'loil. Excepi that it is a little more 
rounded than is necessary, thi.s is an ex- 
cellent piece of work. On Cool; and 

stmie other streets there have been s 

pieces of cinder and gravel sidewalk laid 
with good results. There ought to be no 
more plank walk laid within the oily 
limits, except in places where the nature 
of the surface makes an elevated walk 
necessary. We think the city council 
would net wisely it' they looked into the 
Miecess attending the use of asphalt for 
s'dewalks in the residential parts of a 
city. Frwlericton, N. B„ lias about ten 
miles of smell sidewalks arid they tire 
found to be everything that can be de- 
sired, The only preparation for them is 
to tfinooth the surface and lay upon it 
an even coating of earth anrl sand, upon 
which a thin layer of asphalt is laid. 
Nothing better can lie desired in the 
way of a sidewalk in a residential dis- 
trict. It da pleasant to the feet and can 
be easily kept clean. These walks arc 
laid with Trinidad asphalt, which is said 
to he better than the variety used on 
this Const, but perhaps there may he 
something in the way it is prepared. 
One firm in New Brunswick do.v. or tit 
least until recently did, all such work. 
They made a specially of it ami ob- 
tained the best resets. 
The matter of street crossings is one 



that needs attention. Crossings are 
needed in nmuy portions of the city and 
especially along the car linee. A pedes- 
trian can pick u dry way across almost 
any street; but the niotoucors cannot bo 
expected to stop the cars anywhere else 
than on the corners, and this often means 
that the passenger finds himself or her- 
self obliged to step into mud anil walk 
through mud to the sidewalk. It is un- 
reasonable to think that block crossings 
can be laid everywhere just now; but 
raised gravel crossings, like that on 
Broad street iu front of the Colonist 
office, would make very good temporary 
makeshifts. 

The lighting of the streets according 
to the actual needs of the people, and 
not by tin astronomical schedule, would 
be a great improvement. It. ixs an im- 
provement which ought not to he de- 
layed. More lights also are needed in 
certain parts of the city, although .as a 
rule the city is very well cared for in this 
mnl ter. 

These are all minor points, hut they 
are very important. They do not .imply 
the expenditure of much money, which 
is something in their favor. But the 
difference they would make in the ap- 
pearance of the city and the comfort of 
its inhabitants would bo very great. 
Municipal tidiness is n mark of advanced 
civilization, of a departure from pioneer 
days, when anything sufficed because it 
was bet tor I han not king at all.

Then a very large part of the real history 
of the country never by any possibility 
finds its way into public a rehires. This 
latter fact is especially manifest to thosi 
who have made any invest igntion of tin 
records thai have been preserved of tin 
doings of the things of the United Em- 
pire Loyalists, There is considerable 
about the leaders, but very little about 
the masses. Vet the part played by the 
leaders was really insignificant, and the 
influence of their descendants upon Can- 
ada has boon small. You must look to 
the rank ami file ami their children if 
you would End the active force which 
built up Upper Canada, Nova Scotia and 
Now Brunswick as British provinces. 
The, adventures, the stories of privation, 
the tides of romance, the couutless amus- 
ing and interesting incidents, which went 
to make up the life of the Loyalists, have 
almost all been forgotten, and yet those 
who are old enough to remember these 
stories as told by these pioneers or their 
children will tell you that' there was 
in them a rich mine from which ( 
adiiin literature might have drawn much 
for the inspiration and encouragement 
of future general ions. 

The stories of tile common people in 
any new community are always worth tin 
telling-. They teach its what manner o 
folk they arc who founded the eomniuiii 
lies. Francis Parlcnian has done for 
Quebec what no writer has yet attempted 
for Hnglish-spoaking Canada. lie ha 
shown us the inner life of New Franci 
ami we know our French compatriot: 
better when we have learned the ren 
nature of the school in which they were 
trained. There is an exceedingly inter- 
esting field for some person of leisure 
among the half-breeds of the Northwest. 
Some of the best blood of France, that 
is of the France of the Orand Menu roue, 
Hows in the veins of these royageurs. 
Los Couriers dos Bois, as they were 
called, the cadets of old French families, 
wile sought adventure in the wilds of the 
New World, only a very few instances 
returned to (heir homes. For the most, 
part they took wives among 'he Indians 
and their descendants are scattered over 
the Northwest, .a race whin ill a superior 
for endurance, courage and resourceful- 
ness. 

Hut we started out specially to speak 
of the early history of this province. 
Those of us who have conic In British 
Columbia iti recent years have only a 

very vague idea nf i| xpericiico of the 

pioneers. It. was not pcriiap.- one of 
much hardship. |>m it is fiili of Interest- 
ing details. There may he little in it to 
make the blood course faster through 
our veins, but there is a great deal that 
will instruct and not a little that will 
amuse. British Columbia is certain to 
become one of the most important lo- 
calities in tin- world. As the Orient is 
opened to civilization and commerce, tin 
Northwest coast of America will grow in 

wealth and import! e. There will In 

groat cities here before two generations 
have passed away. It will be of great 
interest to the British Columbians of 
those days to know who and what, the 
pioneers were, the conditions which they 
found on their arrival, the conditions 
which they established, and the process 
by which communities were built up with 
all the appliances of civilization. We 
write to suggest that some organization 
ought to undertake the rescuing of the 
tales of tin- pioneers front oblivion be- 
fore it is too la tc. 

Iii this connection it will he recalled 
that Hon. .1. S. Ilelmekeu some years 
ago wrote ,a series of intensely interest- 
ing letters to the Colonist on pioneer 
days in British Columbia, and it was 
then suggested that o'bers of the -Old 
Otiard" should follow (he example, 



AN OLD QUESTION. 

No one can fix the date when the 
ancient poet propounded the question: 
" Canst thou by searching find out God?" 
The oldest philosophy confessed its in- 
ability to accomplish this, but mediaeval- 
ism taught that the search need not bo 
very far prolonged, The theologians of 
the Middle Ages and their successors 
almost down to the present century 
thought that the Deity was larking be- 
hind every manifestation of IlLs power. 
That he is so in a certain sense must he 
admitted, but not in the imminent and 
personal way that used to be taught. 
We are no longer taught that every flash 
of lightning is a thunderbolt launched 
from the hands of the Creator in anger 
against mankind, although in many 
places where thunder stormts are com- 
mon, people stop working during their 
progress, because of a belief that it is 
wicked to engage in tiny employment at 
Mich times. That the eclipse, the earth- 
quake, the comet and all the other great 
phenomena are direct and special Inter- 
positions of Providence specially directed 
against, mankind because of wrong- 
doing has not yet ceased to he believed 
even in civilized communities. When a 
tierce gule sweeps along the coast we 
arc told that Cod rides cm the tempest. 
Yet there are movements of electricity 
constantly in progress; the seismograph 
tells us that the earth is rarely perfectly 
quiescent for twenty-four hours at a 
time; the atmosphere is always in 
motion. True, to us sumo of the move- 
ments arc greater than others, but to an 
omnipotent intelligence there can be no 
difference in magnitude between the 
breathing of an infant ami the tierce 
rush of tlio most tremendous hurricane. 
To a finite mind, which only can compre- 
hend a pari, and that an almost insignifi- 
cant part, of the Universe, some things 
are greater than others; but to an iuli- 
iiite intelligence there can be no com- 
parison Not ween things. Bach is infinitely 
insignificant. 

Even from our standpoint the mani- 
festations of natural force on this earth 
are comparatively small affairs. We 
speak with awe of a wind that blows at 
the rate of eighty miles an hour: but 
what, is that iu comparison with those 
hurricanes of flame on the surface of the 
sun, which throw out huge jets of tire 
thousands upon thousands of miles in a 
second or two'.' What is the greatest 
earthquake possible on this earth when 
compared with the sunquakes, when the 
surfnee of that luminary opens with 
caverns so great that our whole world 
might be dropped into them with an 
abundance of clear space on all sides'.' 
And what are these sun storms and 
quak'ings compared with the terrific 
movements that, the telescope indicates 
as in progress in the great nebulae'.' 

The search for God in nature i s fruit- 
less. All that science ran do is to dis- 
cover processes. From year to year 
more things are explained and the 
domain of the mysterious is pushed fur- 
ther back, and that is all which "search- 
ing" can do. Arguing from analogy, 
one may reel justified in thinking that 
research may go on forever, and yet the 
Creator remain as much concealed from 
the eye of the wisest as from that of the 
most ignorant. The question asked of 
.lob U therefore not a confession of 
human ignorance, but the last conclusion 
of human knowledge. 

Shall it then be said that lie cannot 
be found? King David of Israel did not 
answer this question in the negative. 
Iu Psalm 135) he speaks of the omni- 
presence of God. He could think of no 
place apart from the Divine Presence. 
lOven if he " took the wings of the morn- 
ing and dwelt in the uttermost parts of 
the sea " the Presence would be there. 
To this Presence darkness and light arc, 
he declares, both alike. This thought 
runs all through the Psalms, which are 
in fact founded upon it. There is in 
this nothing opposed to what has been 
said above. Research may utterly fail 
to show where the Deity is to he found, 
but it does not follow that He does not 
make himself manifest. This is indeed 
the most wonderful of all things --that 
what the most advanced science fails to 
discover may be found by the humblest 
intelligence. It will he remembered that 
when His disciples wished .to know what 

the Killgd of Heaven is like, Jesus 

took- a little child and set it in their 
midst ami t'.aid: "Of such is the King- 
dom." It is quite possible I hat t ho dis- 
ciples were disappointed. There are 
passages in the New Testament narra- 
tive which show that they had some 
remarkable notion of the Heavenly 
Kingdom and their place in it. lvvcn 
the lesson of t lie little child was to a 
great measure lost upon them, as it has 
been upon many teachers since their dl 
It is too simple. It makes no provision 
for an aristocracy of holiness. Hut tli 
one great feature of the teaching of all 
the Scriptures is the extreme simplicity 

of the means by which the I'ns •(•liable 

may be found. He is everywhere. The 
whole Universe rc-cchoce with the words 
"It js I ; he not a fraid." There is no 
more necessity for research to find the 
Deity than there is to sink shafts down 
to the bowels of the earth in order to 
see the blue sky. All that need to be 
done is to look upwards. If we would 
hear His voice all wc need to do is to lis- 
ten. If we need His guiding hand all 
we have to do is to stretch out our own. 
Thi.s at least is the teaching of the 
Scripture and of the experience of thou- 
sands upon thousands of men and women 
The most simple thing in all the world 
is the religion of Christ.

His Worship Posts a Notice Looking to 
the Providing of Suitable Recrea- 
tion Grounds. 

Among the business to be brought be- 
fore the city council at the regular moot- 
ing to-morrow evening is the following 
resolution which the Mayor has deter- 
mined to recommend to the board: 

"Whereas there is no public park or 
recreation ground in the northern and 
wextern parts of the city, it is desirable 
thai a portion of land should be ac- 
quired for that purpose; 

"And whereas a portion of the Indian 
Reserve north of the Point Ellice bridge 
is admirably suited for the purpose of 
a park; 

"He it therefore resolved that the Do- 
minion and Provincial governments be 
requested when tho Indian Reserve 
question is settled, to set aside ami con- 
vey in the city of Victoria in trust for a. 
public park that portion of the Indian 
Reserve north of Point Ellice bridge, and 
on the western side of the harbor, color- 
ed green on the accompanying plan, and 
containing about 35 or 3(1 acres; 

"And that copies of this resolution be 
forwarded to the honorable the minister 
of the interior of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, and to the Britisli Columbia sena- 
tors and members of the Dominion par- 
liament; also to the honorable the Pre- 
mier and the honorable the chief com- 
missioner of lands and works of the pro- 
vince of British Columbia and to the Vic- 
toria members of the legislative as- 
sembly."

Ultimately, mutters are straightened out by 
the son Confessing' the tlU't tlmt he Is mar- 
ried, and as the old gentleman has become 
very fond of Mrs. Brown, he dually gives 
them his blessing ami everything ends hap- 
pily. The characters in "Brown's In 
"Town" "rc consistently drawn and are also 
delightfully Interpreted, by flayer people, 
among whom arc Mark Swan, .Tallies C-n»- 
sldy, J. Webber, 11. E'Jner, Manuie Ward, 
Miss Maude Knowltou, Miss Jessie Mai 
Hull, Moulcu Lee and others.

When our soldiers are attacking a Boer 
position, their operations require that 
each man shall have a large supply of 
ammunition. This must all be carried 
forward as tlie light progresses. The 
Boer entrenched upon a hilltop may have 
he it* immediately stripped of his ammu; 
his side, ami he is not weighed down 
by it as our soldiers are when storming 
the position. 

During a protracted light the British 
soldier is, iu most instances, compelled 
to lire away all the ammunition which 
he is person-ally able to carry. An ordi- 
nary private carries KM) rounds. .Inst he- 
fore an action, when heavy (iring is ex- 
poctexl this 100 rounds is supplemented by 
50 more from tlie battalion reserve of 
77 rounds per man. Thus each private 
advances into battle carrying no less 
than 150 possible dealers of death. 

Whenever a soldier fails or is wounded 
he is immediately shipped of his ammu- 
nition, anil it is ut once distributed 
among tlie men who are still capable 
ni' carrying on the light. The reserve am- 
munition for each battalion is carried in 
four carts, and on tlie backs of two pack 
mules. When an action appears immi- 
nent, a temporary reserve, called a "bri 
guile reserve" is formed. 

This consists of two carts tnUen from 
each of the four battalions composing 
the brigade. This special reserve 
placed under «lt officer selected for tl 
occasion. In the event of any of the bat- 
talions becoming detached from the br 
guile, liiey receive their own curls hack 
aga in. 

In addition to the above there is al- 
ways with the regular ammunition col- 
umn 77 rounds for each man, und a fur- 
ther supply is carried in the "ammuni- 
tion park " of fill rounds )M'r man. Ac- 
cordingly the total amount carried in the 
licld for each infantry soldier works out 
at 300 rounds. 

Tiio men who actually bring up tlie 
enrtrid«es to their comrades of the light- 
ing line are selected from each compnny 
for I heir strength ami agility. The duty 
of bri luring up supplies of ammunition 
during the engagement is a very arduous 
one', am! only the most physically lit are 
ab'e in attempt it. 

Tlie mules which accompany n battal- 
ion are supposed to got within fi00 yards 
or the men Jh fiction, mid the carta to 
within 1,000 yards. 



THE SHIPWnU JUTS' DISPUTE. 



Sir: in tlie issue of your paper ol 
December - we notice an interview be- 
tween .M'ir.' reporter :n:J Mr. Turpel of 
the Central shipyard, regarding tlie 
Shipwrights anil Caulkers' Association, 
in which he poses ns nn ill-used indi- 
vidual by the said association. The facts 
of the case- are us follows: 

The association is no new affair, hav- 
ing been organized some seventeen years 
ago. Owing to dull times it lay dormant 
for a few years, but tlie wages and 
hours of work remained the same. East 
summer the association was re-organized, 
as the men concluded if was high time 
they had some protection for the trade, 
as house carpenters and bridge builders 
at lower wages wen- put amongst thorn, 
the boss getting the benefit of the differ- 
ence in wages. 

Some of our men worked on a scow in 
Mr. Turpel's yard last spring, belonging 
to Mr. Thomas Ernie, expecting to get 
the regular wages of $4.50 per day, but 
they only received $3.50 aud some !?-! 
per day. Tho steamer Boscowitz wae 
repaired in the same way, all kinds of 
labor being employed. Of course the 
owners well knew what rate of wages 
they were charged, hence the necessity 
of the association. Tlie only attempt at 
a strike' in the Central yard was when 
Mr. Turpel attempted to work non- 
Union men amongst us. 

Ill the case of the bark Theobald ill". 
Bullen «'ns informed that tlie associa- 
tion woultl do all Vn llieil' power to see 
that the vessel was repaired in time, ac- 
cording to his contract. 

Mr. Turpel complains about having to 
hire inferior workmen. That we ci nnot 
account for. He must have some reason 
fur keeping those men. When he ge'ts 
some good mechanics in his yard to do 
some particular work, they are Jet go 
just, as soon ue he is able to do Wtt4l<*Ut 
them. 

Mr. lVfpe'l must know he makes a 
H'ili-statement when he says there is a 
clause iii the by-laws of the association 
stopping men from working along the 
water Trout. No such clause exists. He 
made a proposition to the association 
that they put a clause in the by-laws pro- 
hibiting men from working along the 
water front; any owner, agent or cap- 
tain had to go to him for me-n when they 
had any work to do, and he would 
handle the men. The association de- 
clined to entertain the proposition. If 
Mr. Turpel concludes to run his yard as 
a non-union yard, nobody will dispute 
his right, to do so, and it is a matter of 
indifference to us. The next time he 
gets interviewed he should lir.st consider 
whether he can substantiate the charges 
he makes against tlie association. Mr. 
Turpel will have to reconsider the state- 
ments be made to the reporter and give 
a public withdrawal to all he said in that 
interview before the association will 
recognize his. yard as a union yard. 
Until that is done all union men will 
cease to work on any vessel that may be 
hauled ou his yard.

Ho was also the first school 
trustee of the small aavnl town; in fact 
he was for some time the whole trustee 
board, until Mr. Pooley shared with him 
the responsibility of matters educational. 

Mr. Williams, over active, built the 
first Navy club house in Esquimau and 
managed it until his interests wero 
bought out by the naval authorities. In

British Navy the Leader in This 
New Study of Wonders 
of the Deep. 



the 



"Oceanography" was the expressive 
title of a paper read before the Natural 
History Society here al its meeting on 
Monday last, by Lieut, Duunreiither, It. 
N..l«\It.A.S.,F.li.G.S. The lirsl part was 
as follows: 

It was the desire to establish tele- 
graphic communication between Kurope 
and America that gave the firs) direct im- 
pulse to the scientific explorations of the 
great ocean-basins. 

The study of maritime phenomena had 
hitherto hecu almost entirely limited to 
the surface and shallow waters of the 
ocean. The ancients in fact reganhnl 
rhe deep -sea with a not unnatural dread. 
Their Imaginations pictured the ocean as 
full of marine monsters waiting to de- 
vour any who were daring enough to 
cross its -waters. As fur as science is con- 
cerned the ocean was a sealed hook to 
them. 

The recognition of oceanography as a 
distinct branch of science may be said 
to date from 11. M.S. Challenger's voyage 
of exploration; and since the last of the 
reports of that famous expedite: in was 
only published in 1S!>,>, you can easily 
understand that the work is still in its 
infancy. So much so that even that 
great book of reference for all the arts 
and sciences, the "Encyclopaedia Britnn- 
nion." does not treat the subject at all 
under that head. 

Since' the voyage of II. M.S. Challenger 
so much has already been brought to 
light, that the historian of our times will 
in all probability point to the oceanic 
discoveries of the past forty years as the 
most important addition to the natural 
knowledge of our world since the dis- 
covery of America. Our knowledge of 
the ocean is still very incomplete. Tie 
lltgh't I propose to lay before you a 
brief summary of what has been achiev- 
ed in the hope that it will stimulate inein- 
< of this society to continue the great 
•k locally. Among all civilized peo- 
; the economic importance of many 
the problems that await solution is 
cb-arly recognized. In this respect we 
may note with satisfaction that our own 
navy has always been the pioneer and 
leader in oceanic research. In fact the 
greater part of the soundings which 
have been collected by the leading scien- 
tist I as a base for their theories are the 
result of our own nation's labors. 

The great authority at the present day 
on tin- subject of oceanography is prob- 
ably Sir John Murray. F.R.S., although 
a sireat deal of our knowledge of the 
flora and fauna of the oceans are due 
to the private enterprise of Albert. 
I'rince of Monaco; and it is particularly 
from the writings of these two eminent 
men of science together with the publish- 
iil reports of the voyages of explorations 
carried mil under the auspices of foreign 
governments that I have based this 
paper.

II cannot be said that the hy- 
drographicul survey of the shoal waters 
of the world is even approaching com- 
pletion, and yet, what a small portion of 
t he vast ocon us is contained in thai 
Work. Out of the l.'tll to 140 million 
square miles which eompri>e the floor of 
the oceans, only seven per cent, lie be 

tweell the beach and the 100 fatll line.

The current system ot" the world has 
by this means been exhaustively examin- 
ed, and may be said to be one of the most 
advanced branches of oceanography. 

In the intermediate depths the motions 
of the waters are not as well understood 
on account of the dillieulty of observa- 
tion. 

In the great deeps the movement of the 
waters, if any at all, is certainly either 
very close or slight, as is shown by the 
similarity of its bomhonie fauna with 
those found in the quiet districts above.

to the depths, principally by means of the 
wind-born dust which falls upon the sea, 
each grain of which, as it sinks, drugs 
down small adherent bubbles of air. 
Thus it is the predominance of animal 
and vegetahlo life in all parts or tho 
sea which causes the variation in the 
amount of contained oxygen or carbonic 
acid gas. 

PRESSURE. 

Just picture in your minds the enor- 
mous pressures there must be in tin; 
great ocean depths. Here in the. tuv 
we experience a pressure of about 15 
pounds to the square inch, and even a 
rise of an inch in the barometer makes 
quite a difference to us. Think then 
what pressure must he produced tit 3,000 
to 4,000 fathoms from the weight of 
water overhead. It means tin extra pres- 
sure of 15 pounds to the square inch 
for every live and it. half fathoms of 
depth. In other the deep water 
fauna live under a pressure of a ton to 
•the square inch for every 1,000 fathoms 
of depth; '.so great is this pressure that 
we cannot conceive the tissues of the 
deep sea fauna 'being the same as those 
of the surface to enable their organs to' 
ihe functional under such conditions. 

DIG 1IT. 

The deep sea, as well us being a great 
cold, tranquil, jmpiihited wilderness, is 
also, as far tin our eyes are concerned, a 
region of absolute darkness. Chemical 
experiments, such as the exposure of 
very sensitive photographic plan's for 
long periods, prove that the suns rays 
cease to penetrate entirely to a depth of 
more than 112(1 fathoms — ft quite insigni- 
ficant, depth compared with Ihe four-mile 
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ml more uniform in each 
body of water, although a latteral shift- 
ing of the water take.-- place occasionally 
and makes an apparent lluetuation in a 
definite locality. In other words nine- 
tenths of the entire ocean has a constant 
temperature at all times of the year at 
any one spot.

degrees F. has also been recorded in the 
the deep Faroe-Icelund ridge. At a 
depth of over 100 fathoms there is only 
three and a hall' per cent of the ocean 
Hour which can boast of a temperature 
above -III degrees, and even that amount 
would be considerably reduced if we left 
out. such practically enclosed seas as 
the Persian Gulf and the lied Sea. As 
regards the shallow waters with less 
tlmn 100 fathoms, the distribution varies 
very much; some layers being as hut as 
00 degrees V. It may be worthy of note 
that only Id ]>or cent, of the floor of the 
ocean presents conditions favorable for 
the vigorous growth of coral reefs, ami 
those benthonic organisms which require 
a temperature of 00 degrees P. all die 
year round. The facl that such a large 
area of the ocean lias a temperature be- 
low the feezing point of fresh water, may 
appear strange, but it must he remem- 
bered that the salinity of the ocean re- 
duces the freezing point considerably. 

DENSITY. 
Similarly it must not lie supposed thai 
the temperature of the maximum density 
of the sea water is the same as that of 
fresh water (-10 degrees I. Il is very 
much lower ami Ihe "'greatest density 
temperature" varies not only with the 
pressure, but also with the degree ot 
salinity, which is not by any means a 
const a nt. 

SALINITY. 

The composition of sea, water is of 
considerable interest in connection with 
the study of life in the sea, for It gov- 
erns the respiratory futietioins of, the 
marine animals. It: varies in different 
parts much more than Ihe composition of 
our atmosphere, and the degrees of sa- 
linity present such variations, that the 
distribution of species is largely de- 
pendent upon them. 

Tin- proportion of the salts 
water varies, according as the si 
open or closed, the distance from coasts 
where rivers deliouche, according to the 
evaporation and rainfall, the distance 
from influence of melting icebergs, and 
according to the depth.

.pedes are particularly large and well 
leveloped, and some are of such a form 
is to allow vertical vision as well as 
loiizontal. .Many forms which have no 
eyes, properly speaking, such as jelly- 
li.-h and sponges, when subjected to a 
light of varying intensity, give evidence 
of this r-.'iise ,,f sight, lo which the 
name of " dermascopic sensations" has 
been applied. The imperfection of the 
images which il presents to its possessor 
must make this vision a strange one, but 
it doubtless corresponds to the poor qual- 
ity of the intelligence which it has to 
serve. It seems certain that if those 
rays of the sun's iight which we do not 
perceive with our eyes do not penetrate 
to great depths, or even if we do not 
allow that the deep sea. animals are pos- 
sibly able lo see by some class of light 
with which we are at present unac- 
quainted in the direction of cathode or 
X rays, yet many animals possess the 
power of storing up light by means of 
sjH'cial organs which serve them as lan- 
terns, and transport light, as it were, 
throughout the sou within reasonable 
limits as to depth. Sometimes the num- 
ber of minute pelagic animals, each emit- 
ting a phosphorescent glow, is so great 
as to light up tin' water in which they 
live. Bright objects and difference of 
color in selecting the hates for traps ap- 
pear to have some effect in luring the 
deep-water fish, as they undoubtedly do, 
near the surface. The whole question 
of light and vision in the depths of the 
ocean is as yet but Utile understood, and 
presents a vast field of Interesting re- 
Bearch I'm- the future. We can, how- 
ever, assert that animals with well de- 
veloped eyes, independently of other or- 
gans to assist. Night, do exist at depths to 
which sunlight does not penetrate, and 
modern science tenches ns that tin organ 
always atrophies or disappears when the 
conditions are such us to prevent its use. 

OCEAN FLOOR. 
Before touching on the animals which 
inhabit the vast oceans, let us consider 
the hoi torn of the ocean itself. The 
whole floor of the deep water basins of 

Ihe oci must be regarded as a huge 

burying ground. More than half the 
surface of the ocean has a temperature 
which never falls below (10 degrees at 
any time of the year, and in these sur- 
face waters of high temperature there is 
an abundant secretion of carbonate of 
lime by pelagic molluscs, pelagic formini- 
fera, mid of silica by radiolaria and dia- 
toms, as Mr. Hustings has told us. The 
cast-off shells and skeletons 6f these 
surface organisms fall to the bottom of 
ihe ocean, and there make up the major 
portion of the deep sea oozes, as well ns 
a very considerable part of ihe mud de- 
posits which cover the lloor of the ocean. 
Thus the remains of three surface ani- 
mals which spout their lives in a (em 



marine rocks have been formed is evi- 
dent. 

DECOMPOSITION. 

Organic decomposition does not ap- 
pear under the enormous pressures of 
the great depths, or present the same 
phenomenon as it does under atmos- 
pheric conditions. It has been found 
by experiment that even eggs and meat 
resist decomposition for an indefinite 
time when subjected to a pressure of 
hundreds of atmospheres, corresponding 
to the depths- of thousands of fathoms. I 
do not mean to assert that purification 
docs not exist, but that the microbes 
which cause it on the surface when sink- 
ing down to the depths in decomposing 
matter, must become paralyzed or lulled 
by Ihe pressure, and that a body lying 
on the bottom at these dept.lis certainly 
does escape putrif action for a long time. 
The result is that that part of the matter 
falling from above which is not made 
use of as food by the deep sea faiuraa lies 
embedded in the clays and muds which 
cover the ocean floor. Bones cuf marine 
animals, some of which are extinct as 
far as is known, art; frequently found in 
this manner. Tho deposits vary very 
much with the depth, and may ho divided 
into two main categories, namely " terri- 
genous " and " pelagic" deposits, each of 
which merges insensibly into the other. 

The lecturer next dealt witli the flora 
and fauna of the great deep, tind this 
highly interesting portion of the paper 
will be published in another issue.

WAR GUESSING BY CABLE. 

Sage Conclusions as to Lines of Com- 
munication and Boer Defeat llefore 
Ladysmith Relief. 

London, Dec. 9.— Military critics have 
been very busy during; tUe past week 
pointing out what mistakc-s, in their 
opinion, have been made in Natal and 
Csipe Colony and what should have been 
done. Many of these faultfinders ob- 
serve that if it is necessary to preserve 
Gen. Methuen's and Gen. Buller's Hum 
of communication, with such large forces 
when operating in British territory, how 
much harder it will be to do so when the 
head columns shall have entered an 
avowedly hostile country. 

That Ladysmith will be relieved and 
shortly, is now taken :is a matter of 
course, though it is admitted that one of 
the most decisive engagements must be 

fought before this is at mplished. 

Nothing has been more prominently 
brought out during the two months of 
war than the fuel that the Boers never 
attack. With their mobility, the Boors 
are enabled to tahe up one after another 
carefully selected position, alluring the 
British "to attack them, and retiring after 
inflicting as well as receiving severe loss, 
to occupy another previously prepared 
position. If such tactics continue, it 
seems possible that the relieving force 
will reach Ladysmith so crippled that an 
advance into the Transvaal will be con- 
siderably delayed. In fact, the most op- 
timistic see no chance of the British 
forces making serious headway upon an 
aggressive campaign for two or three 
months, while numbers who confidently 
prophesied that Con. Buller would eat 
his Christmas dinner in Pretoria are try- 
ing to find excuses in the slowness of the 
transports and the incapability of the 
war ollice.

VANCOUVER NEWS NOTES. 

Death of a Popular Young Muu— A Pro- 
vincial Labor Convention — Fire 
Insurance Cheaper.

Vancouver, Dec. 9.— George McTavish 
died at the city hospital at 3 o'clock this 
morning. Ho came here two years ago 
from Winnipeg, and soon became very 
popnlnr, and at his death was secretary 
of the Vancouver Rowing Club. Three 
weeks ago on Sunday McTavish was 
strolling in the park with some friends, 
when several grouse Hew up. The party 
fired stones at them, and Mr. McTavish, 
who was of powerful physique and proud 
of his strength and sk ill in athletics, 
attempted to throw further and more 
accurately than the rest, at a distant 
grouse. As be threw he felt a twinge 
of pain in his abdomen, and the pain be- 
coming worse he was taken lo the hospi- 
tal, where the doctors said a -simple 
operation would cure him. The opera- 
tion was performed three days ago, but 
tin' patient grew weaker, and sank 
rnptuly till the eml. An examination 
disclosed the fact that the intestines had 
become mortified, the case being more 
complicated than at first thought. 

Mr. McTavish was .".0 years old, 'un- 
married, a son of Sir John A. McTavish, 
chief factor at Fort Garry, and a grand- 
son of Governor McTavish of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company in the days before 
Manitoba entered confederation.
